Grants Habeas Corpus Writ. 

The decision of the Supreme court grants 
the motion for a writ of habeas corpus made 
by Isace M. Powell, clerk of election, and 
Thomas Judge and William C. Malley, com- 
missionérs, Who Were sentenced to jail by 
Judge Hanecy for refusal to comply with his 
injunction restraining them from producing 
the ballots for arecount, . 

The court holds that the state courts have 
no jurisdiction in the case. The habeas 
corpus writ was made returnable at once and 
was served on Sheriff Barrett. The case was 
set for hearing for April 20. 

The opinions were delivered by Justice Cart- 
wright. “ When a writ of habeas corpus is 
issued,” says the court, “and the return is 
made and the relator produced before the 
court, the writ them supersedes the sentence 
of the lower court ané the relator is in the 
custody of the court granting the writ, and | 
bail may then be granted. When the return 
ig made the court 
pass on the motion of bail.” 

Lorimer Plea Is Denied. 

With regard to the motion of Lorimer’s 
attorneys for leave to file a petition for 
mandamus, the court says: 

* It is fundamental] in mandamus proceed- 
ings that the petitioner should show a élear, 
absotute legal right to the writ which he 
asks, and that there should be no discretion 
on the part of the persons sought to be co- 
erced. In this case the petitioner asks to 
have the ballots cast at the congres- 
sional election preserved without interfer- 
ence until they shail be produced in open 
session in the Fifty-eighth congress. He 
shows ho right to represent any public in- 
terest In the matter. Duties of that kind are 
to be enforced by public official. 

“ His personal right to have this done is 
claimed on several grounds. One is that if 
the baHots shall be opemed before the notary 
public their value will be destroyed ae evi- 
dence in the election contest. 


Recount Does Not Injure Rights. 

“There are two answers to this proposi- 
tion. The first one is, as he alleges in his 
‘petition, that he has 4 Certificate of election 
issuéd by the governor. The certificate and 
the returns are competent legal evidence of 
his election, amd unidesas they are overcome 
by the ballots they are conclusive. If the 
ballots should be rendered useless as evi- 
dence in the contest that would make him 
absolutely secure in his seat, instead of en- 


that this should be so, because it would re- 
move all questions which might arise out of 
army recount of the ballots. The position is 
unsound. 

“Upon the cantention that the notary pub- 
lic and election cothmissioners are attempt- 
ing to exercise judicial powers, the court 
holds the position not well taken, and that 

mandamus is not a proper remedy. 


Mandamus Not Proper Method. 

“ Mandamus is a writ issued to change the 
status. It is a writ to compel something to 
be done and not a writ to prevent the execu- 
tion. Injunction is a writ to preserve the 
status, and that ts just what thisis. It is not 
within the scope of mandamas to preserve 
ghe status of ballots. For these reasons and 
others the motion for feave to file petition 
for mandamus’ will be denied.”

Mr. Hartwell 
has a contract with the Teamsters’ union, 
which has no grievance, but whose members 
it hauling yesterday because of sympathy 
th striking gas workers.

| sentatives of the business interests of the 
city served notice on the Teamsters’ union 
that it must adhere to its contract and keep 
its members from joining in the sympathy 
strike, or all working agreements and wage 
schedules that are now preserving peace in 
the teaming industry will be annulled. 
President Young of the teamsters is in Bos- 
ton. He has.been informed of this decision, 
‘and his answer is expected this morning. 


Strikers Are Enjoined.

Mob Not A 
The first act of the mob after hanging the 
negro was to demand the release from jail 
of a local character known as “ Hickory 


of assaulting a negro. In the hope that this 
would appease the mob the prisdner was set 
free. But the mob did not disperse. 

Instead a rush was made through the prin- 
cipal street of Joplin, and every negro was 
frightened off the street and fled to the 
north part of the city, where the cdlored 
population resides. In this way the negroes 
were driven from all parte of the city to the 
negro section, 

Set Fire to’ Homes. 

Then the mob charged down on the section. 
‘Stones were thrown, doors and windows of 
negro houses were broken in, and finally sev- 
eral houses were fired. The fire department 
responded, but many of phe | houses were 
burned to the ground. 

.The mob made endeavors to prevent the fire 


department from extinguishing the flames, 


and were partially succeseful. All the offi- 
cers of the city, townehip, and county. were 
called out, but the mob swept thenf aside 
and proceeded with the rioting. 


Mayor Cannot Stop Rioting. 

Mayor Trigg ran from corner to corner 
and mounting boxes made earnest appeals 
to the mob to cease, but beyond cheering 
the mayor vociferously the mob swept on 
and the depredations continued. The sa- 
loons were hurriedly closed by the mayor. 
After the hundreds of frenzied men com- 
posing the mob had vented their wrath in 
the north end of the city they rushed to the 
southern end, where lived a number of ne- 
groes. Their houses were vacant and not 
@ negro could be found. Three more houses 
were fired and two were consumed. 


Absence of Fetalities 


futile, as apparently a frengy had seized 
at 11:15 o'clock the whole city was in an 
uproar. So far as known at that hour no 
fatalities had occurred, although many per- 
sons had received minor injuries. 


Struggle at Lynching. 

The lynching of the negro tramp was ac- 
companied by a struggle between two d- 
visions of the mob which had beaten through 
the jail walle and.gecured the prisoner. City 
Attorney Decker had pleaded for law and 
order and had influenced part of the crowd. 
The negro was seized by a rush of those who 
were bent on his death, and a rope was put 
around his neck and thrown over the cross- 
arm of a telegraph pol. 

A score of men laid theit hands on the rope 
to pull the negro from the ground. Asmany 
more seized the negto by the body and held 
on, 
For some moments the man’s fate hung in 
the balanee, but reihforcements on the free 
end of the rope proved the stronger, and the 
negro, despite his protestations of innocence, 

was finally swung into the ar and eraeee 
to death. 
; Captured by Strategy. 

Policeman Lesiie was killed by one of a 
crowd of negroes in the railroad yards, whom 
he was attempting to arrest on a charge of 
theft. Lee Fullerton, a young man of 21 
years, found Gilyard armed with a rifle 
hiding in a slaughter house and captured him 
by strategy and brought him to the jail. 


Kill end Burn Wrong Negro. 

New Orleans, La., April 15.—[Special. ]—It 
is now established beyond doubt that the 
negro killed near Shreveport by the two po- 
lice officers as the murderer of Mrs. Frank 
Matthews and her little daughter, and. whose 
body was burned by a mob, could not be the 
murderer. He was reported to be Ed Porter, 
but turns out to be Albert Washington of 
the Vance plantation in Rossier. He had 
come to Shreveport to find his wife, who 
deserted him in Washington, and was seen 
at the plantation at an hour that made it 
impossible for him to have committed the 
murder.

The new bill may be calied “ the committee 
bill,” or. it may be introduced as a “ substi- 
tute’ for the Mueller bil]. [If it goes in asa 
committee bill it wil] have to go through the 
regular course in the house, and a long de- 
lay might result. By calling it a “ substi- 
tute" the senate will only need to concur in 
it. It is hinted, however, that the senate 
may insist on its own measure, the Mueller 
bill, and that after all the fina! bill which will 
enable the city of Chicago to own its street 
Trailways will be drawn in a conference com- 
mittee of the two houses. ; 

New Bill Drawn in Chicago. 

The new bill, as stated, has been in Cicero 
J. Lindly’s possession for two days. It was 
drawn in Chicago. It is a bald enabling act, 
allowing Chicago or any other city which 
cares to avail itseif of it, to own, build, and 
operate street railways. Added to this is a 
provision for raising the necessary money, 
whenever the city decides to take over the 
properties. 

“Two ways of doing this are provided, 
one by the issuance of general municipal 
bonds, running against the credit of the city. 
This, of course, in Chicago would be useless, 
as the city has now exceeded its constitu- 
tional limit of possible indebtedness, The

The subcommittee having the new bill in 
charge is made up as follows: Lindly, chair- 
man; Nohe, Morris, Mitchell, Glade, Gray, 
and Tippit.

The subcommittee was appointed tonight 
at a meeting of the committee on municipal 
corporations.

He ran by the other cots 
SO quickly there was no time to interfere, 
according to the report at the hospital, and 
when he jumped he carried the glass and 
window sash with him. 

Heslin’s fall was only twelve feet, but that, 
with the exposure to the rain and chill winds, 
proved fatal.

THIELE TANGLE 
INVOLVES BANKS 
Five Institutions May Snes de 


" Make Good Losses to Cath- 
olic Foresters. 


SUM. PLACED AT $60,000. 


Secretary’s Friends Still Hope He 
- Will Be Able te Reimburse

Five Chicago banks may have to bear 
heavy financial losses because of the tang!e 
of affairs which former High Secretary 
Theodore B. Thiele is said to have left as a 
legacy to the Catholic Order of Foresters. 
The aggregate of the amounts involved was 
placed yesterday at between $655,000 and 
$60,000. | . 

The officials of the high court of the order 
are said to be still investigating Mr. Thiele's 
affairs, and promise that a statement of the 
whole matter will be made public In the 
course of time. Reticence of the high off- 
cers to make any public statements at pres- 
ent is in part attributed to a consideration 
demanded by the former secretary’s rela- 
tives and friends, who offered to make up 
the amount involved. providing Mr. Thiele 
was shielded from publicity. 

In the event the money is not so produced, 
litigation between the banks and the order 
for the purpose of determining on which the 
losses should properly fall is presaged. 
Whether any criminal charges will be pre- 
ferred against. the former secretary has not 
been determined, but in the event a civii 
settlement is made promptly it is believed 
no further action will be taken. 


_ Charge Manipulation of Checks. 

While the high officers remained true to 
their promise of secrecy, subordinate offi- 
cers, who were bound by no such considera- 
tion, talked of the affair freely. From them 
what purports to be a correct exposition 
of Mr. Thiele’s operations was secured. 

As secretary of the order, Mr. Thiele, it is 
said, had nothing directly to do with the 
funds of the organization. These were 
handled by High Treasurer Thomas Callan 
ef Milwaukee, Wis. The secretary, hcw- 
ever, had in charge the distribution of the 
checks which Treasurer Cailan drew in favor 
of all beneficiaries of insurance. 

It was through the manipulation of these 
checks, it is alleged, that the secretary se- 
cured the money. That Mr. Thiele would 
have been able to meet all demands upon 
him had not investments made by him 
proved ‘“‘siow’”’ or unprofitable is believed 
by the officers. The manner in which these 
checks were manipulated, it is said, would 
form grounds for a series of charges against 
the former 


Chance to Use Insurance Money. 


The manner in which death benefits are 
paid by the order was described bj)’ an offi- 
cial yesterday as follows: | 

‘““When proof of death of the Insured is 
made to the bigh officials the treasurer draws 
a check in favor of the beneficiary. This 
check is sent by him to the high secretary, 
who forwards it to the treasurer of the local 
court to which the insured belonged. That 
is the general method. 

“ Custom has changed this so that where 
the bemefjciary is a resident of Chicago he or 
she frequently goes direct to the headquar- 
ters of the order in the Stock Exchange. 
building and applies direct to the high sec- 
retary for the check, without the treasurer 
of the local court having had anything to 
do with it.”” 


Pays Claim with Personal Check. 


The method adopted by Mr. Thiele’to se 
cure money, as described by a subordinate 
official of the order yesterday, was as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Thiele’s method, as it has been de- 
scribed to mé, was to select from the checks 
sent him for distribution such as seemed 
safe to him, indorse them with the name of 
the payeee and with his own name, and de- 
posit them in one of five banks to his own 
account.

SLAIN BY HIS OWN GANG 


EIGHT ITALIANS ARRESTED FOR 
DEATH OF MAN IN BARREL. | 


Government Secret Service Officers 
Take Counterfeiters They Had 
Been Shadowing for Many Days— 

Law Agents Think They Watched 
Meeting at Which Death Sentence 
Was Passed — Prisoners Refuse to 
Talk of Affair—Many Clews. 


New York,- April 
members of a gang, known to the agents of 
the United States secret_.service as the most 
desperate lot of Italian counterfeiters in this 
gection of the qountry, were arrested tonight 
in this city. as the murderers of the man 
whose body with eighteen stab wounds in 
the neck was found Tuesday morning tight- 
ly packed in a barrel at the corner of Hlev- 
enth street and Avenue D. 


Was Member of the Gang. : 

The dead man, although not yet known by 
name, was, it is said, a member of the gang. 
and for days before his death was closely 
.shadowed by secret service agents under the 
orders of William S. Flynn; chief of the local 
bureau, who for some time has been plan- 
ning a wholesale round up of the Italian 
counterfeiters in the east. 

That this man was murdered by his com- 
rades in the gang with which he had been 
identified there is no doubt, and it is prac- 
tically certain that the eight men locked up 
at police headquarters tonight planned his 
death and that some of the men accomplished 
it with their own hands. , 

The affront to his comrades which brought 
upon him the sentence of death is like the 
name of the man himself still a secret with 
the gang. The prisoners, al) of whom were 
armed with huge revolyers and wicked look- 
ing knives, maintained an attitude of sullen 
defiance after they were locked up. 


Suspected of Other Crimes. 

It is asserted this gang perpetrated the 
murder of Tuesday morning, and the agents 
of the United States secret service declare 
absolutely that they are the same men who 
cut the throat of Giuseppi Catania in Brook- 
lyn last 

A rule of long standing among them, the 
agents say, has been to kill anybody that 
stood in their way or betrayed them to the 
authorities. 

The secret service*’men think that they 
were actual witnesses of the meeting at 
which the sentence of death on this man was 
pronounced, for on Monday night there was 
a conference of several members of the gang 
now in custody in the rear of the butcher 
shop of Vita Laduca at 16 Stanton street. 

The dead man was there, but while the 
others conversed in low tones in the store 
the man who was afterward killed stood 
alone in front of the store. 


All Have Bad Records. 

The men arrested gave records at police 
headquarters which the government detec- 
tives say are in the main correct. 3

SOUTH PARK BOARD CATCHES 
THE CHAUFFEURS NAPPING. 


Passes an Ordinance Which Will Keep 
All Machines on the North or West 
Side or Ferce Them te Bump Over 
the Cobblestones of the Downtown 
Streets—Rule Is Rushed Through 
Before Protest Is Possible—Heavy

While the aldermen were dreaming over 
the skeleton of an ordinance requiring the 
numbering of automobiles, the south park 
board got busy yesterday afternoon and

With not an automobilist present to pro- 
test, the board rushed through an ordinance 
which practically will have. the same effect 
as if the council had taken the Jong threat- 
ened but ever delayed action, By the terms 
of this ordinance any automobile which 
passes over the south boulevards must bear 
its city license in figures at least five inches. 
high and one and one-half inches wide dis- 
played in a conspicuous place and in contrast 
to the color of the machine. : 

The ordinance is to take effect on June 1, 
and failure to comply is to be punishable by 
a fine of not more than $100. The fine may be 
imposed as often as the automobilist is ar- 
rested for violating the ordinance. “ues 


~“Must Number or Bump. 

While the new restriction covers only the 
south parks and boulevards it virtually af- 
fects the whole city. Few automobilists 
would care to confine their pleasures to the 
west and north sides, and if they venture 
downtown they will have the choice of num- 
bering their machines or of bumping over the 
cobblestones. 

The passage of the ordinance was without 
notice to the automobile ownerfs, so they were 
unable to protest. Members of the park 
board had in mind the fate of the city coun- 
cil’s ordinance, so they did not see fit to im- 
peril their measure by allowing the chauf- 
feurs a chance to obstruct it.’ | 

The council’s ordinance was referred to the 
judiciary committee, and owners of auto- 
mobiles made open boasts that it would die 
a peaceful death there. The aldermen were 
indignant in their denials that the ordinance 
would be allowed to go by default, but never- 
theless when the old council went out the 
measure was so sound asleep that its snoring 
disturbed the quiet of the city hall. 

It was the failure of the council ito act that 
induced the south park board to revive and 
pass its ordinance, which was preparedabout 
the time the city council threatened to take 
action. The park board postponed action at 
that time in the belief that the city would 
provide a means to identify the automobiles, 
and a committee was appointed to confer | 
with the aldermen. That was all that ever 
came of the matter, however.,

There could be nothing more startling in 
contemporary history than an announcement 
to the effect that a monarch who seeks to 
revive the pageantry and regal splendor of 
former centuries has come to look with favor 
upon the ideals of socialism, yet it is com- 
mon knowledge that the emperor is a close 
student of social philosophy and economics, 
and has mastered the philosophies of Marx 
and Lassalle But that he should openly 
express admiration for the socialist leaders 
after the severe denunciations from his lips 
when he ascé the throne seems most in- 
credible... The fact remains that of late the 
emperor has shown a marked admiration for 
the socialist cause, or at least for some of its 
most aggressive leaders. . 

Talks with Danish Leader. 

When in Copemhagen the emperor was in- 
troduced to the mayor, who is also the leader 
of the Danish socialists. Grasping his hand 
warmly the emperor discussed social prob- 
lems with the socialist mayor, but more sur-, 
prising it was when he recently wrote onthe 
margin of a newspaper relating to Millerand 
the French socialist the words: ‘* Yes, if we 
only had him.’’ _It was with the emperor’s 
approval that Count von Biilow recently re- 
ferred to Millerand and Jaures in the reichs- 
tag in a eulogistic manner. Other incidents 
might be brought forward to show that the 
emperor has become deeply interested in the 
aims of socialism, but his hatred for the 
German leaders, such as Bebel, Singer, Heine, 
and Bernstein, who represent the party, has 
not been modified. | 

- Likes French Type of Party. 

Those closest to the emperor assert that 
he takes a most tolerant view of socialism, 
but has no use for the methods employed by 
the German leaders, holding up rather the 
French socialists as models for them to copy. 

‘“‘What are we coming to?’ is what the 
Prussian noblemen and junkers who attend 
court functions may exclaim nowadays. 
Others suspect there has been a game of 
politics in this sudden conversion to so- 
cialistic ideas, especially in view of the ap- 
proaching elections and the prospects of 
socialist victories. :

John R. M. Taylor of the Fourteenth infantry 
has discovered a remarkable document, in- 
dorsed on the back with a direction to kill 
Gen. Otis. That indorsement, Capt. Taylor 
insists, Is in the handwriting of Aguinaldo. 
A translation of the document is as follows: 

“ Our Honorable President: We, the sign- 
ers, who subscribe the declaration appended, 
by these presents protest against the Ameri- 
can proclamation; we recognize no authority

* FPELICIANO Cruz.” 

Twenty-five signatures follow. 

On the back is written, in the handwriting 
of E. Aguinaldo: ‘ Liberino Kotionko, Feli- 
ciano de Cruz to kill Gen. Otis. Commis- 
sioned.”’ 

Says Aguinaldo Wrote It. 

Capt. Taylor calied the attention of the 
chief of the bureau of insular affairs to this 
document in the following letter: 

_“ Sir: I have the honor to inclose herewith 
a copy and translation of an important 
document I found among the records of the 
Philippine insurgent government yesterday. 
The note on the back isin the handwriting 
of Emilio Aguinaldo, a handwriting with 
which I am familiar, and one of such pe- 
culiar mannerisms that it cannot be mis- 
taken by one who has seem much of it. I 
have a quantity of holographic letters and 
notes in my official possession; the most cur- 
sory comparison between them.and the hand- 
writing of this note will shows its identity. 

“On Jan. 4, 1899, a proclamation was is- 
sued by Gen. Otis in which he declared the 
sovereignty of the United States over the 
Philippines. Many protests were drawn up 
in the Philippines against this. Most of 
them were drawn up by order of the insur- 
gent government, but this letter was prob- 
ably an unsolicited evidence of the adhesion 
of some Katipunan lodge, or of one of the 
popular clubs in Manila organized by San- 
dico while in the pay of the United States 
government; clubs whose name covered their 
real purpose, the formation of groups ready 
at a given signal to attack the Americans 
within the city.

Carroll D. Wright, United States commis- 
sioner of labor, appeared as the personal 
representative of President Roosevelt, who 
had been invited tospeak. Mr. Wright spoke 
on the relations of capital and labor. 


Text of Resolutions. 

The resolutions adopted were as follows: 
We, the members of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, United States of America, in con- 
vention. assembled at New Orleans, do hereby de- 
clare the following principles which shal gov- 
ern this association in its work in connection with 

ms of labor: 

4, Pair dealing is the fundamental and basic 
principle on which relations between employés 
and employers should rest. . 

@ The National Association of Manufacturers 
js not opposed to organizatian of labor as such, 
bet it is unalterably opposed to boycotts, black- 
usis, and other illegal acts of interference with 
the personal liberty of employer and employé. 

& No person should be refused employment or in 
any way discriminated against on account of 
menibership or nonmembership in any labor or- 

and there should be no discrimination 
against or interference with any emplayé who is 
not 4 member of a labor organization by members 
of such organizations. 

4. With due regard to contracts, it is the right 
of the employé to leave his employment whenever 
he sees Mt, and it is the right of employer to dis- 
charge any employé when he sees fit. 

§. Employers must be free to employ their work 
people at wages mutually satisfactory, without 
interference or dictation on the part of the in- 
dividuals of organizations not directly parties to 
such contracts. 

6 Bmployers must be unmolested and unham- 
pered in the management of their business and in

Detectives Ikearn of Man to Whom

Striking Firemen. Unable to 
Prevent Grain Boats Sail-

Stviking marine firemen resorted to yio- 
lence yesterday, but failed to prevent the 
railway line boats from sailing, manned hy 
nonunion stokers. The Lycoming and Chi- 
cago, which strikers raided early in the day, 


| taking off nonunion men, sailed in the even- 


ing. The Owego, Gov. Smith, W. J. Averill, 
and E. P. Wilbur also got away, having non- 
union men at the boilers. ; 

In the evening 100 strikers assembled on the 
dock of the Youghiogheny and Lehigh Coal 
company at the mouth of the river, intent on 
taking firemen from coaling steamers. Ves- 
sel owners protested to the company and the 
police were asked to clear the coalyard. 


‘ Strikers Lock Up Nonunion Men. 

For two hours during the day ‘two non- 
union firemen were imprisoned at the fire- 
men’s union hall at 63 Kinzie street. They 


-were surprised and overpowered in.the hold 
of the Lycoming at midday and dragged 
from the steamer by twenty men. A patrol 
wagon arrived too late to prevent the escape 
from the boat of the strikers and their 
captivés. 

Three negroes were sent into the hold of 
the Lycoming an hour after the strikers re- 
moved the firemen, and, with two white men 
who escaped the strikers in the raid on the 
‘vessel, will stoke the vessel on the trip to 
Buffalo, which commenced late fn the day. 
In the darkness of early morning twelve 
strikers climbed aboard the Western Transit 
liner Chicago at the Illinois Central elevator. 
Six firemen were preparing fires to take the 
boat into the lake. The strikers, unperceived 
by the ship's officers, entered the stokehold. 
A fight with the nonunion men followed, end- 
ing in the escape of four and capture of two 
nonunionists. With their captives the strik- 
ers returned to the union hal!. Promises not 
to return to the ship were given by the pris- 
oners, who were released. : 


Will Treat Strikers as Pirates. 

After the raid on the Lycoming Agent W. 
H. Johnson of the Anchor line gave Capt. 
Boggan orders to treat bodies of strikers as 
pirates, declaring the federal laws would 
protect the company if any of the raiders 
were killed. The captain then posted deck- 
hands on deck and at every gangway with 
orders to allow no one to board the craft, 


and kept them there until the ship departed. 


Uniess efforts at arbitration bear early 
fruit serious trouble is expected. So far the 
strikers have had nothing to do but try to 
prevent the departure of nonunion firemen. 
There have been no large numbers of non- 
unionists coming into port-on other steam- 
ers. The first boats of the coal fleet are now 
on their way to Chicago, and when they 
come in and are sent to docks in different 
parts of the river the violence may become 
general. 

Agreement. with ‘Longshoremen. 
All, danger of astrike which would involve 
1,000 longshoremen was ended‘ at a. meeting 
between representatives of the union and 
agents of the steamboat lines. The scale of 
wages agreed on allows the men 80 cents 
an hour for work between 7 a. m. and 10 p, m. 


‘House men will receive $2 a day and 30 cents 


an hour for overtime. 


Nonunion Firemen Attacked. 


Cleveland, O., April 15.—Fifty . striking 
union firemen, armed with knives and clubs, 
boarded the steamer Howard L. Shaw when 
it arrived in the harbor today from Duluth 
and attacked andterribly pounded three non- 
union firemen employed on the vessel. A 
riot call was turned in, but when a patrol 
wagon loaded arrived the attacking party 
had dispersed.

PICKETS BRUTALLY ATTACK 
A NONUNION STEAMFITTER. 


Pursue Him Into e Saloon and, Driving 
the Crowd Back, Beat the Man Until 
‘He Is Unconscious. 


August Kiessling, a nonunion steamfitter, 
was followed into a saloon at 72 North Des- 
plaines street, Where he had sought refuge 
last evening, and was seriously injured by 
union pickets. A dozen patrons of the place 
endeavored to save the man, but they were 
threatened with injury if they interfered, 
The assailants did not @esist until Kiessling 
had been beaten into unconsciousness. The 
man’s son, who was held on the outside, heard 
the cries of his father, but was unable to 


reach his side. 


Kiessling has been employed by McLeod & 
Co., 73 Fulton street, manufacturers of en- 
gineers’ supplies, where a strike was de- 
clared three months ago. He repeatedly had 
been threatened with injury if he did not quit 
the place. 

Several assaults on nonunion men had been 
made, and on March 11 Mr. McLeod procured 
an injunction from Judge Chytraus restrain- 
ing the strikers from picketing the plant or 
interfering with the employés. 

Kiessling left the place last night with his 
son, and was assaulted by several men, whom 
he recognized as former employés. He fied 
down the street, pursued by the men, and 
into the saloon, where he was attacked again. 
After the assailants had left the place he was 
carried tothe office of Dr. E. E. Prescott, Des- 
plaines and Washington streets, who pro- 
nounced his injurfes serious. Kiessling was 
able to tell the Desplaines street police th 
names of two of his‘assailants.

Another notable performance of Wagnerian 
music-drama was added last evening to the 
succession of such the Metropolitan com- 
pany is offering its patrons this season at the 
Auditorium. “Siegfried” received a pres- 
entation which musically was on virtually 
the same high plane as were those accorded 
“Die Meistersinger” and “Tristan” last 
week, and, as has beer stated in these 
columns, those were exceptional in the |! 
spirit and the rare finish that distingui 
them. The cast was in the main the same 
as was heard here in “ Siegfried "’ year, 
but certain of the changes were in the nature 
of decided improvenient, and the perform- 
ance as a whole was infinitely superior to its 
predecessor. 

In the first place, the conductor who was 
at the orchestral helm had a far firmer 
hand and a much finer understanding, and 
this all important part of the performance 
was correspondingly improved. Mr. Hertz 
read the difficult score with the same thor- 
ough understanding, the same clear insight, 
and the same admirable revealment of the 
composer's meanings as he did the three 
other music-dramas he has conducted here. 
One may disagree with him in certain mat- 
ters of tempo and im the volume of tone he 
permits his players to indulge in occasionally, 
but as to hie high abilities as a leader and his 
exceptional powers as a musician there can 
be no difference of opinion. He is a truly 
eminent Wagnerian leader, and in nothing 
he has done here has he more forcibly demon- 
strated it than in the care and discrimina- 


tion with which he conducted “ Siegfried ”’ : 


last evening. 

“The second important change in the cast 
was the assuming of the role of the young 
hero by Mr. Burgestaller. Be ft said at once 
that he is an admirable interpreter of,the 
part—in many respects a great one. That 
he will in a few years be a still more satis- 
factory one is believed, for the impression 
was received last evening that his voice 
is not yet at its full maturity, and the few 
places in which he fell slightly short of 
the high standard he as a rule maintained 
were where vocal volume and intensity such 
as he could not supply were required. If his 
voice.suffer not from the use to which he is 
now subjecting it, it should gain in these 
qualities of power and resonance, especially 
in the higher tones, and then his Siegfried 
will be as satisfying throughout as it no 
is in general. 

In appearance he-is an ideal embodiment 
of the character, being so tall that he sug- 
gests the youth who is to become the all 
powerful hero of the “ GétterdiAmmerung,” 
and having. both in facial feature and in 
form the look of robustness and ruggedness 
that become a lad raised in the wild condi- 
tions the Wilsung’s son was supposed to 
have been. There is nothing of the deli- 
cately reared hero about Mr. Burgstaller’s 
Siegfried. He ts the product of the ,out- 
doors, and has about him the look and man- 
ner that only contact with nature and moth-. 
er earth can give. He is a veritable child 
of the forest, and in action and bearing he 
at no time belies his origin. In the first 
act Mr. Burgstaller was particularly excel- 
lent, for here there was an impulsiveness, 
a@ superabundance of physical force and ani- 
mal spirits, and a boyish lightheartedness 
that were refreshing and admirably in keep- 
ing with the part. The second act in the 
forest was played in a quieter key than is 
usual, stress being laid on the boy’s thought- 
fulness rather than his eagerness to meet 
the creature: who was to teach him fear. 
The conception was interesting even though 
certain lines in the Wagner text might be 
taken as indicating that a more spirited 
treatment were intended.

Lester Legrand Bond, for many years a | 


member of the Chicago bar, died yesterday 
morning at his residence, 512 West Monroe 


street, from a complication of diseases. He 


had been ill only a short time, having re- 
turned last Saturday from a business trip 
to Sait Lake City. Saturday afternoon 
he collapsed and death soon became only a 
matter of hours. The funeral will be held 
at 1:30°tomorrow afternoon from Centenary 
Methodist church. 

Mr. Bond was 74 years old, having been 


born in: Ravenna, O., Oct. 27, 1829. He was |

RABBI GUSTAVE GOTTHEIL DEAD. 


Noted Exponent of Jewish Church and 
-Friend of. Christian Ministers 
| Passes Away. 


New York, April 15.—[Special.]—Gusta 
Gottheil, rabbi: emeritus of Temple Emanu- 
El, a foremost and liberal exponent of the 
Jewish church in New York, died of apoplexy 
todey after an illness of several weeks. | 

He was 75 years old and had’ been connected 
with the temple for thirty years. In many 
instances he took a‘ leading part in move- 
ments for the betterment of the people of all 
races and creeds and was freqtiently a gpeak- 
er in gentile churches, some of the leading 

ors in which held him in high esteem. 

r. Gotthei] was born near Berlin, where 
he received his education, university and 
professional. Dr. Gottheil, as a scholar, was 
master of Hebrew, Chaldaic, Aramaic, 
Arabic, Latin, Greek, German, French, and 
English. ‘He conversed with readiness and 
elegance in Hebrew, German, French, and 
English. “This fs no unusual accomplishment 
among the Hebrew doctors, and Dr. Gottheil 
always modestiy disclaimed the slightest dis- 
tinction on the ground of his linguistic ac- 
quirements. 

Dr. Gottheil was much of a man among 
strong- men, and had a wide range of dis- 
tinguished friendships. He lived om terms of 
closest intimacy with Dr. Bellows until his 
decease, and was a valued member of several 
coteries. and clubs where people of excep- 
tional culture and the widest range cf beliefs 
met ona catholic footing.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. | 

‘Vhile the bull leaders in wheat are large 
commission payers, it is frequently claimed 
that the fear of manipulatjon in this market, 
where there has been a succession of deals 
or corners, not only in wheat but in corn and 
oats, has driven a good deal of trade away. 
A comparative statement of the clearings is 
used to point this argument. From Jan. 1, 
1902, to Nov. 1, which covered the September 
wheat deal and the liquidation which fol- 
lowed it, the amount of business done 
through the clearirig house was $16,000,000 in 
excess of that done in the corresponding 
period of the year before. From Nov. 1, 
1902, to April 1, 1903, however, the cleari 
show a loss of $11,000,000 compared with 
corresponding period a year before. 

“The New England corn market,” said R. 
D. Richardson, who has just returned from 
Fioston, “ has been. demoralized by the ar- 
rival there of corn which has been on the 
way, some of ft, for two or three months, a 
.good deal of it arriving in bad condition, 
while in other cases meal ground from ore 
apparently sound has turned sour. 
are trying to get rid of it and will hardly ‘be 
in the market for new purchases until it ts 
off their hands. One transaction illustrating 
their anxiety was the sale of a lot of No. 2 
corn export at “60, equivalent to about 37c 
here.” 

Oats traders were not so sure yesterday 
that seeding was as far along in Illinois and 
Iowa as had been estimated, some claims 
having come to hand that seeding was all 
over in this state and 75 per cent finished 
in Iowa. Some local dealers yesterday had 
estimates that only 60 per cent of the seeding 
was finished in Illinois, and the report of the 
government weekly crop bulletin that “ oats. 
are promising in the southern states and 
planting nearly completed in central valleys” 
was taken as an indication that much re- 
mains to be done tn the territory tributary 
to Chicago. Central Illinois is reported as 
generally flooded, necessitating reseeding of 
a large percentage of the oats already put 
in.

When it comes 
‘to a choice between what stocks ought to 
do and what they actually do in the matter 
of price, it seems safer to be guided by the 
actual rather than the theoretical, and it is 
a fact that gilt edge bonds and gilt. edge stocks 
‘of every description have steadily declined 
in the face of uninterrupted prosperity. The 
cause of this will be found in dear money, and 
so long as money remains dear stocks and 
bonds at high prices will not be in demand. 
As pointed out before, if railroad are 
cheap and should advance, why do not the 
people who are managing the properties and 
who are persons of great wealth buy these 
securities themselves? Yet, no one hears of 
Mr. Morgan's following or any other follow- 
ing buying securities. The judgment of these 
people — to the situation ought to be a fair 
guide for the average outsider.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Illinois Department Scores on Alleged 
Illegal Companies—Application 
for Permit Granted. 


The state insurance department scored 
yesterday on the companies that are alleged 
to be violating the law. An order was en- 
tered in Judge Baker’s court directing that 
a writ of injunction issue restraining the 


Germania Fire Insurance company, John J. 
Bowen, Edward Hartford, and 8S. W. Jacobs 
from doing a fire insurance business in IIli- 
nois without first complying with the state 
insurance laws. 

This is the first blow that has been dealt 
the insurance companies by Insurance Su- 
perintendent Henry Yates, who filed a bill 
for injunction against twenty companies and 
fifty agents and representatives in the Cir- 
cuit court a few months ago. 

The defendants against whom the injunc- 
“tion was issued filed demurrers to the bill, 
and these were overruled by Judge Baker. 
They eleeted to stand by the demurrers, and 
an appeal was taken to the Appellate court. 

In regard to the cases against the Citizens’, 
Central, Interstate, and Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers’ Insurance companies, the order 
of court provides that all proceedings shail 
be staid until the final adjudication of the
